In Stage 2 to pro- 
tect the most vulnerable to 
COVID-19, Hoosiers 65 and 
over and those with high- 
risk health conditions — who 
are the most vulnerable to 
the coronavirus — should 
remain at home. Essential 
travel restrictions are lifted, 
and social gatherings of up 
to 25 people will be permit- 
ted following the CDC’s 
social distancing guidelines. 
The remaining manufactur- 
ers, industrial and other 
infrastructure operations 
that had not been consid- 
ered essential may open.

Dozen local virus 
cases added over 
the weekend, 
making total 63

On Sunday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) reported the second 
death attributed to COVID-19 
in Wabash County. 


the death soon after. 

As of Monday, the local 
case count sat at 63, with 236 
tests having been conducted. 
That’s up from Sunday when 
the local case count was at 
60, with 230 tests having 
been conducted. On Satur- 
day, the ISDH reported 55 
local cases and 212 tests. On 
Friday, the ISDH announced 
an additional nine positive 
COVID-19 cases in Wabash 
County, bringing the local 
total to 51. 

The number of local cases 


nearly doubled from 12 on 
Friday, April 24, to 28 by 
the end of Monday, April 27. 
On Wednesday, April 29, the 
ISDH added 10 additional 
cases to Wabash County’s 
total number. And on Thurs- 
day, April 30, another four 
were added. 

On Tuesday, April 21, 
the first COVID-19-related 
death in Wabash County was 
reported in a statement to the 
Plain Dealer from Walters. 

Previously, Walters has 
stated no additional infor- 


request, Walters stated that 
now that there had been a 
local death, he would “see 
if we have an avenue to find 
that information out.” 

Walters did not immediate- 
ly respond to a subsequent 
request for additional infor- 
mation. This story will be 
updated as more information 
becomes available.

The dance marathon is a natural 
for Manchester, and it is a perfect 
fit for its mission: to graduate “per- 
sons of ability and conviction who 
draw upon their education and faith 
to lead principled, productive, and 
compassionate lives that improve 
the human condition.” 


As of midday on Monday, April 
27, more than $5,300 had been 
raised, including $500 from 
Manchester President Dave Mc- 
Fadden. 

“During the first week of April, 
we had what was called “Miracle 
Week,” where every day was ded- 
icated to a certain cause or aware- 
ness efforts. In that week, we chal- 
lenged President Dave to match the 
fundraising done by students and 
he agreed to match the first $500 
raised,” Brock said. “Lucky for us, 
students, faculty, and staff managed 
to pull together over $1,400 within 
that week, well exceeding President 
Dave’s challenge! Therefore, by the 
end of the week, we had collected 
just over $1,900 from the commu- 
nity.”

BBB Serving Northern Indiana shares 
online scam alerts amid pandemic 


Watch out: COVID-19- 
related fraud on the rise

As most Americans are stuck at 
home in the wake of the Coronavi- 
rus, BBB Serving Northern Indiana 
is alerting online shoppers to scams 
that may be targeting them, accord- 
ing to Nichole Thomas, communi- 
cations director. 

“As cities across the country have 
begun mandating face covers in 
public places, the demand for N95 
and N99 masks have continued to 
increase. Recently, the BBB Serv- 
ing the Heart of Texas reported that 
an Austin-based company is under 
investigation for selling masks and 
not delivering them to customers, 
including some in Indiana. Heavezt 


LLC, an online retailer, has become 
the focus of an investigation as BBB 
continues to receive consumer re- 
ports against the company. Thus far, 
BBB has received 16 complaints, 
reviews and BBB Scam Tracker 
reports from consumers across the 
country. Of the 16 consumers, 14 of 
them told BBB they never received 
their orders after paying anywhere 
from $29.99 for one mask to near- 
ly $500 for several. The two con- 
sumers who did receive the masks 
informed BBB that the quality was 
subpar and stated the item was not 
the N95 mask advertised on the 
site,” stated Thomas. 

Thomas stated chances are, con- 
sumers will encounter bogus “free 
trial offer” scams. 

“Free trial offers often use ce- 
lebrity endorsement ads on social 
media and the internet to attract 


consumers to deceptive websites 
that charge a small shipping and 
handling fee, usually $4.99 or less, 
for a “free” trial of beauty or health 
products like skin creams or weight 
loss pills. The true cost of these 
free trials — ongoing monthly sub- 
scription plans — is buried in small 
print and behind links, if disclosed 
at all,” stated Thomas. “Scammers 
now are using free trial offers to 
take advantage of the desire for 
streaming services. BBB has re- 
ceived Scam Tracker reports that 
scammers are using social media 
to offer bogus free Netflix services. 
To receive a fake pass, those click- 
ing on a link may be directed to 
provide personal information and 
send the offer to friends. Scammers 
are likely phishing for personal and

61 employees, 
2 residents 
test positive 
for COVID-19 
at Peabody 


Retirement community 
has been proactively 
testing all 273 residents, 
and 350 employees

Rod Craft, executive director of 
the Peabody Retirement Commu- 
nity in North Manchester, stated 
a total of 61 employees and two 
residents have tested positive for 
COVID-19 thus far, in response 
to a Plain Dealer request Monday. 

That’s up from the most recent 
reports to the Plain Dealer from 
Craft. As of Monday, April 27, 
the company stated that 22 em- 
ployees tested positive after “a 
majority” of the results have been 
received. Craft stated Wednes- 
day, April 29 that a total of 46 
employees have tested positive 
for COVID-19 by that point. 

Craft stated their “proactive 
approach” includes following 
all local, regional and national 
guidelines, including those from 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) and the 
Centers for Medicare & Medic- 
aid Services (CMS). 

“Out of an abundance of cau- 
tion, we have chosen to proac- 
tively test our more than 350 
employees and 273 residents for 
COVID-19. Only residents who

Long opens 
City Hall, with 
restrictions 


Mayor's order follows 
the start of Holcomb’s 
reopening plan Monday

Mayor Scott Long stated the 
city has now opened City Hall 
to all employees, according to a 
statement to the Plain Dealer. 

Long’s announcement follows 
Gov. Eric Holcomb’s announce- 
ment Friday of the staged re- 
opening of the state over the next 
few weeks. 

Long’s initial extension of the 
Wabash City Hall closure also 
followed the same pattern ear- 
lier last month when the may- 
or and governor announced the 
original two-week extension 
Monday, April 6. In a Monday, 
April 20 statement to the Plain 
Dealer, Mayor Scott Long stated

Craft stated they began 
proactive testing of their

self-isolating at home. 

“We wish them a full and 
rapid recovery,’ he stated. 
“The majority of our em- 
ployee testing is complete, 
but there will be continuing 
tests for those who work in- 
termittently, new hires and 
others. We will test those 
employees as necessary and 
continue to share any new 
positive results with our 
residents, families, employ- 
ees and appropriate county 
health officials.” 

Craft stated on Wednesday, 
April 29, they began testing 
residents in their community 
who granted consent. 

“We have communicated 
with residents and/or their 
healthcare representative 
about this process,” he stat- 
ed. 

Craft stated both residents 
who tested positive were 
both asymptomatic. 

“The impacted residents 
are in our dedicated, isolat- 
ed, and contained unit for 
safe treatment,” he stated. 

Craft stated Peabody will 
engage in a deep cleaning 
and sanitization process for 
their rooms.

have that information,’ he 
stated. “As a communi- 
ty, we are working closely 
with the LCS Risk Manage- 
ment and Health Services 
Clinical teams, the Wabash 
County Health Department 
(and those of surrounding 
counties), the Indiana State 
Department of Health and 
the CDC as we navigate 
COVID-19. Employees have 
been provided proper person- 
al protective equipment, ac- 
cording to CDC guidelines, 
and are screened daily by 
answering a questionnaire, 
receiving temperature checks 
and conducting pulse oxime- 
ter readings. We know that 
COVID-19 can be difficult 
to contain and highly conta- 
gious. In addition, the testing 
process is new to all of us. 
We anticipate we will have 
more positive test results as 
we continue our proactive 
testing efforts. However, we 
remain firm in our belief that 
this information is one piece 
of the puzzle that helps us 
make decisions to protect the 
health and safety of our com- 
munity moving forward.” 


Long-term care 
facilities being counted 


In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Sunday, April 26, 
the state’s Joint Information 
Center stated the ISDH only 
“provides aggregate totals 
but will not break down cas- 
es by the facility.” 

“As of Tuesday, April 21, 
199 long-term care facilities 
have reported at least one 
positive case of COVID-19. 
A total of 993 residents and 
575 staff have tested posi- 
tive. To date, 162 individuals 
have died,” they stated. 

During a televised press 
conference Monday, April 
27, Dr. Daniel Rusyniak,

tals every Monday related to 
long-term care facilities, the 
data for which would be col- 
lected the previous Friday. 

On Monday, April 27, the 
ISDH reported 1,467 pos- 
itive long-term care facili- 
ty resident tests, with 474 
of those being new. That’s 
around 2 percent of everyone 
in the state living long-term 
care facilities. Those results 
amount to 10 percent of the 
state’s total positive cases. 
By that point, there have 
been 260 deaths in long-term 
care facilities, 98 of those 
being new. Long-term care 
facility deaths amount to 32 
percent of the state’s total fa- 
talities from the novel virus. 
In total, 85 facilities report- 
ed at least one death, 11 of 
those being new. 

On Monday, May 4, the 
ISDH reported 2,316 posi- 
tive long-term care facility 
resident tests, with 849 of 
those being new. There have 
been 420 deaths in long-term 
care facilities, 160 of those 
being new. There are now 
173 long-term care facili- 
ties with at least one positive 
case, with 25 of those be- 
ing new. There are now 105 
facilities with at least one 
death, 20 of those being new. 

Rusyniak said they were 
not providing a similar 
breakdown for staff at these 
facilities, as some staff mem- 
bers work at multiple places. 

Rusyniak said families of 
long-term care facility res- 
idents who have addition- 
al questions should email 
familyoutreach @isdh.in.gov.

Mayor Long stated they 
would be open, with the 
following guidelines and re- 
strictions: 

m The public will be re- 
stricted from entering the 
building unless they have a 
pre-arranged appointment 
and they must wear a face 
mask when they come into 
the building. 

m Employees must wear a 
mask when interacting with 
the public also. “I have pro- 
cured NK-95 masks for all 
employees of City Hall,” 
stated Long. 

m@ Employees must main- 
tain social distancing while 
at work and take all safety 
precautions for sanitation 
e.g. hand washing frequently 
and use of hand sanitizer. 

“We will conduct Board of 
Works in person with limit- 
ed in-person attendance and 


video conferencing for all 
others,” stated Long. “Board 
of Works, City Attorney, 
Bev Vanderpool, and media 
will be allowed in the City 
Council Chambers for the 
meeting, Department Heads 
and all others will attend by 
video/phone unless required 
to appear for a hearing. All 
public, including City Coun- 
cil members, will attend the 
meeting via video/telephone 
unless required to appear in 
person for a hearing. Social 
distancing will be main- 
tained in the City Council 
Chambers at all times. City 
Council meetings will be de- 
termined shortly under the 
same guidelines as Board 
of Works meetings, possibly 
held in the Grow Wabash 
County Board Room which 
is larger and able to maintain 
social distancing if I can se- 
cure use of the room on the 
City Council Dates.” 

Long stated all employees 
should screen their tempera- 
tures before leaving their 
homes. 

“Anyone with but not lim- 
ited to the following symp- 


toms should stay home for 
two weeks or until cleared 
by a medical professional: 
a fever, a cough, sore throat, 
and/or headache,’ he stated. 
Employees who must deal 
with school closure e-learn- 
ing and daycare closures 
will be handled on a case 
by case basis by the mayor, 
to maintain work and fam- 
ily life as normal as possi- 
ble. Department heads who 
are in charge of employees, 
housed at City Hall, should 
discuss any deviation from 
these guidelines to suit their 
employees, addressing any 
underlying health conditions 
that may put those employ- 
ees at additional risk. These 
guidelines/restrictions will 
be revisited as needed with 
the goal of being fully open 
and under normal operations 
by Monday, July 6, which 
is the first day of work after 
the governor’s stated goal of 
‘fully opening up the state of 
Indiana.”

Reader wants to bring 
mom home to stay safe 


DEAR HARRIETTE: My 
mother lives in a retirement 
home, and I am so worried 
about her. There have been 
reports all over the country 
about the virus infiltrat- 
ing old folks’ homes and 
killing lots 
of people. 
I feel like I 
should bring 
my mother 
home with 
me, but m 
worried that 
she might not 
stay healthy. 
My husband 
goes to work 
outside of 
the home ev- 
ery day. He 
practices social distancing 
to the extent that he can, 
but he’s a contractor, and 
he works with people. My 
mother is in her 90s and in 
fragile health. That’s why I 
want her out of the retire- 
ment building, but I’m not 
sure that my house is safer. 
How can I figure that out? — 
Mom’s Safety 

DEAR MOM’S SAFETY: 
This is one of the most fre- 
quently asked questions to- 
day. For anyone who has a 
parent or loved one living in 
a nursing home, the worry 
is that they might contract 
COVID-19, even after all 
of the precautions have 
been put in place. As you 
know, the level of quaran- 
tine in those spaces is high. 
Nobody can visit for the 
foreseeable future to avoid 
exposure. And yet there are 
stories of nursing homes 
having deadly COVID-19 
outbreaks. 

Talk to your mother’s doc- 
tor. Lay out your concerns 
and detail how your house- 
hold runs. Chances are slim 
that the doctor will want you 
to move your mother there, 
given the way that your hus- 
band interacts with people 
outside the home. But trust 
the doctor. For AARP rec- 
ommendations on how to 
support your mother, go to 
bit.ly/3bAstpW.

As her friend, you deserve 
to be treated with greater 
care. But you have to tell 
her. You should not assume 
that she is aware of how her 
barbs land. Chances are, she 
thinks the way she commu- 
nicates is just the way she is, 
without considering that her 


“way” may be abrasive and 
hurtful to others. 

Be prepared to tell her that 
her words hurt and to give 
her specific examples so 
that she cannot wriggle out 
of the conversation. Stop 
her when she deflects. Tell 
her — and punctuate your 
point with anecdotes — that 
she hurts your feelings reg- 
ularly. Ask her to be more 
sensitive to you. Remind her 
each time she says some- 
thing inappropriate. If she 
refuses to be more mindful, 
begin to distance yourself 
from her.

day’s total. 

While the number of cas- 
es has increased, intensive 
care unit and ventilator ca- 
pacity remain steady. As of 
Monday, 45.5 percent of 
ICU beds and 80.5 percent 
of ventilators were available 
at hospitals throughout the 
State. 

A total of 1,151 Hoo- 
siers have been confirmed 
to have died of COVID-19, 
an increase of 19 over the 
previous day.

State readies PPE marketplace to 
support Hoosier small businesses 


The system is expected to launch this week

On Friday, Gov. Eric J. 
Holcomb announced a new 
marketplace for personal 
protective equipment (PPE) 
that will serve as an added 
resource for Indiana small 
businesses returning to 
work in the coming weeks, 
according to a press release. 

The Indiana Small Busi- 
ness PPE Marketplace, 
which is expected to launch 
this week, will ensure re- 
liable access to PPE for 
small businesses and non- 
profits lacking the resources 
needed to comply with safe 
workplace guidance during 
the reopening. 

The Marketplace, de- 
veloped by the Indiana 
Economic Development 


Corporation (IEDC) in part- 
nership with the Indiana 
Small Business Develop- 
ment Center and the Indiana 
Office of Technology, will 
leverage PPE that is being 
manufactured and sourced 
by Indiana businesses 
across the state to help sup- 
port supplies. 

To be eligible to utilize the 
Marketplace, an organiza- 
tion must: 

E Be a business or non- 
profit organization reg- 
istered to do business in 
Indiana with the Indiana 
Secretary of State; 

m Employ less than 150 
associates; and 

E Be identified in the re- 
opening plan as an entity 
that must use PPE as a con- 
dition of operating to com- 


ply with safe workplace re- 
quirements. 

“All businesses and non- 
profits are encouraged to 
the first source and procure 
PPE on their own with the 
Marketplace serving as an 
alternate backstop for em- 
ployers. While the state will 
make every effort to provide 
needed supplies, it cannot 
guarantee the integrity of 
the PPE supply chain due to 
increasing demands world- 
wide. All requests will 
be evaluated and fulfilled 
based on the work envi- 
ronment risk profile, stock 
availability, and the num- 
ber of outstanding requests. 
At times, partial or delayed 
fulfillment of requests may 
occur,” stated the release. 
“The Indiana Small Busi- 
ness PPE Marketplace is 
another step forward for 


the IEDC, which has been 
working to secure PPE for 
the state’s hospitals, first re- 
sponders, long-term care fa- 
cilities and healthcare pro- 
viders treating COVID-19 
patients. To date, the state 
has secured commitments 
for more than 7.84 million 
pieces of PPE — up from 6.3 
million reported last week 
— with more than 2 million 
items already delivered to 
the Indiana State Depart- 
ment of Health for distribu- 
tion.” 

According to the U.S. 
Small Business Administra- 
tion, Indiana is home to ap- 
proximately 104,335 small 
businesses that employ 
941,578 Hoosiers across 
the state.

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A bailout that doesn’t bail out 


Some Indiana 
mom-and-pops left 
with nothing, shut 
out by the mad dash 
for federal cash

hat if the government 
decided to give a 
massive amount of money 
to small businesses to help 
them survive a pandemic but 
forgot to include anything 
to make sure the money was 
really going to businesses that 
needed it? 

It would seem like a fairly 
big oversight. But that is what 
has happened. 

Through the CARES Act, 
the federal government set up 
two stimulus programs — the 
Paycheck Protection Plan 
(PPP) and the Economic Inju- 
ry Disaster Loan Emergency 
Advance (EIDL). 

The purpose of the PPP was 
to keep Americans employed 
— to give employers enough 
money to keep paying em- 
ployees. The maximum loan 
amount is $10 million. 

The second, the EIDL, was 
intended to provide a quick 
$10,000 to business owners 
to keep them afloat. By law, 
they were supposed to get the 
money in three days. 

But neither application 
asked business owners to 
demonstrate that they needed 
the money, and neither asked 
whether the business had 
closed due to the pandemic. 

Take, for example, a pizza 
chain in Bloomington called 
Pizza X. They have five loca- 
tions, and none have dining 
rooms. They’re carry-out 
and delivery only, so all have 
remained open. But the owner, 
Jeff Mease, still applied for a 
PPP loan (free money, as the 
loan will be forgiven, in most 
cases) and got it. Mease an- 
nounced on Facebook that he 
was giving his staff a 75 per- 
cent raise, so it seems evident 
that the PPP loan was extra 
money, not needed to fund 
the business and keep people 
on the payroll. (His company 
also owns a popular restau- 
rant in town called Lennie’s, 
but those employees were all 
furloughed.) 

Jason Arp, a city councilman 
in Fort Wayne and former 
banker who now owns and 
manages several properties — 
office, retail and apartments 
— said his accountant came to 
him early on and asked if he 
wanted to apply for the PPP. 

“T said, ‘I don’t think I really 
need it.’ He said, ‘I don’t think 
they’re looking at that,” 
he told The Indiana Policy 
Review. 

Arp says he decided not to 
apply as he hasn’t been affect- 
ed: All of his tenants are still 
paying rent. 

The owner of a manufac- 
turing firm in Indianapolis 
that wasn’t shut down, had a 
strong March and is looking 
to hire three more employees, 
applied for the PPP through 
the National Bank of India- 
napolis and got $1.5 million. 
Lee Crannell, president of 
Precision Rings, Inc. says he’s 
never taken anything from the 
government before, but de- 
cided to this time after careful 
consideration. 

“As we discussed it, we felt 


that we needed to apply for 
it, just not knowing what was 
coming down the road,” he 
says. 

Many Americans would be 
surprised to learn that even 
businesses that are earning 
higher profits during the pan- 
demic, like gun stores, can get 
PPP and EIDL money. 

“T have a friend who owns a 
gun store, and he had the best 
month he’s ever had,” says 
Arp. “And the bank called him 
and said, “Hey, if you want 
to borrow some money real 
cheap, now’s the time to do it.’ 
And so he got as much as he 
could from it.” 

The PPP had $349 billion 
in funding, with businesses 
with 500 employees or fewer 
able to request 2.5 times their 
monthly payroll. In fact, the 
total amount of the request 
automatically populated on 
applications when an applicant 
filled in their monthly payroll. 
And as long as the money 
would be used for payroll, 
rent, mortgage and utilities, it 
doesn’t need to be paid back. 
It’s just . . . free money. 

But many businesses were 
shut out — many that needed it 
the most. 

William Ellis is the Monroe 
County GOP chairman and the 
co-owner of a small antique 
store in Bloomington. The 
store, called U’sta B New, is a 
so-called “non-essential busi- 
ness” so was forced to close in 
March. He also has a business 
selling things on Amazon, but 
it ground to a sudden halt in 
March as Amazon stopped in- 
coming shipments of products 
that weren’t food or essential 
supplies. 

He applied for the EIDL on 
March 22 to get a quick chunk 
of money to stay afloat, filling 
out the application on the 
Small Business Administra- 
tion’s website. 

He’s heard nothing back 
and has gotten no money. He 
says he’ll soon be two months 
behind on rent. 

The SBA announced on 
April 16 that the EIDL had 
run out of money, and though 
it’s being re-funded, it seems 
unlikely the new round of 
funding will be enough to help 
everyone (how could it be?) 
and stop a wave of small-busi- 
ness failures. 

“From a political standpoint, 
at some point, this is going to 
cost Republicans more than 
anything else, because their 
base is getting screwed over,” 
Ellis said. 

Charlene Marsh, an artist in 
Brown County, applied for the 
EIDL on March 30, and filled 
out a second application on 
April 1 as she wasn’t sure the 
first one went through. 

She got an e-mail confir- 
mation showing that she had 
applied, but that’s it. 

“T haven’t gotten anything 
since. Absolutely, nothing,” 
she says. 

For both Ellis and Marsh, 
the funding would have been 
minimal as the SBA limited 
the amount a business owner 
could receive to $1,000 per 
employee, and both are sole 
proprietors, so only would 
have been eligible to receive 
$1,000 — not the $10,000 spec- 
ified in the law. 

Marsh is a professional 
landscape painter who has sold 
her paintings at art shows for 
20 years, traveling to shows 
almost every weekend in the 


warmer months. But all of 
those shows have been can- 
celed. She was transitioning to 
doing wedding paintings and 
had several weddings lined up. 
She was going to make about 
$2,600 on each. But most 
summer weddings have been 
canceled. 

“Even two weddings a month 
would have been $5,200, so 
I’m bummed. Believe me, I’m 
bummed,” she told the IPR. 

The shutdown of the art show 
circuit and weddings have left 
her with just online sales of 
paintings, coffee mugs and 
other items. 

“Right now, I’m just in lim- 
bo,” she says, adding that she’s 
worried about survival going 
forward. “That’s my biggest 
fear, is I just don’t want to lose 
my property.” 

Neither Ellis nor Marsh 
could initially apply for the 
PPP, as they don’t have em- 
ployees. 

On April 10, the program 
was opened up to sole propri- 
etors, freelancers, independent 
contractors and gig workers, 
but like the EIDL, the program 
ran out of money on April 16. 
Few if any sole proprietors, 
which could be considered the 
real “mom-and-pop business- 
es,” got funding. 

Long-time Cincinnati 
congressman Steve Chabot 
is the ranking Republican on 
the House Small Business 
Committee. But his staffers 
declined all requests this week 
to talk about the CARES Acct. 

One obvious question is 
why there was no requirement 
written into the law that busi- 
nesses show or at least attest 
under some penalty that they’d 
suffered losses because of the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

Another is why sole propri- 
etors were not eligible initially 
to apply for PPP funding. 
Aren’t these the most vulnera- 
ble businesses? The real mom 
and pops? 

A third is why the PPP was 
set up so that banks would 
have an enormous incentive 
to help larger companies over 
much smaller companies. 

All applications for PPP 
funding had to be through 
banks and a handful other 
companies like Intuit. 

Banks got a 5 percent fee 
for loans up to $350,000, 3 
percent for loans up to $2 
million and 1 percent for loans 
$2 million to $10 million. 

So a bank that processes a 
$20,000 loan earns a fee of 
$1,000. 

But a bank that processes a 
$10 million loan earns a fee of 
$100,000. 

Is it any surprise that banks 
would prioritize customers 
requesting $10 million loans 
over those requesting $20,000 
loans, as the lawsuit filed 
this week in federal court in 
Los Angeles against Bank of 
America claims they did? 

It’s not. Not at all. 

Lending Tree, the online 
mortgage company, surveyed 
1,260 small businesses around 
the country April 16-19 and 
found that about 60 percent 
had applied for a PPP loan 
but that only 5 percent of 
those that applied had been 
approved. The survey also 
showed that 58 percent of 
entrepreneurs have laid off 
employees because of the 
Coronavirus (COVID-19).

With coronavirus 
still rocking, the 
reopening states 
are rolling blindly 


s April turns to May, there’s a hint of opti- 
mism — or maybe delirium — in the air about 
the coronavirus pandemic. 

An antiviral drug showed promise in a clinical 
trial as a COVID-19 treatment. President Donald 
Trump opted to not extend federal social distanc- 
ing guidelines that ended Thursday. And states 
have been rolling out plans to reopen certain 
businesses. 

Even the stock market has been on a run. As 
of Thursday, the S&P 500 was down less than 
10 percent for the past year, even though more 
than 30 million people have filed unemployment 
claims in the past six weeks. Jared Kushner, the 
president’s adviser and son-in-law, predicted the 
economy will be “rocking” by July. 

It would be terrific if this nation really were 
turning the corner. But a push for rapid reopening 
is premature. 

As of Thursday, only Rhode Island and West 
Virginia had satisfactory levels of testing. And it 
does not appear as if any state had seen the trend 
that a federal task force said is vital — a decline 
in new cases lasting at least two weeks — though 
some have claimed to. 

The figures vary greatly from state to state. And 
some of the persistently high numbers might be 
the result of increased testing, which finds cases 
that previously went unreported. 

Even so, there’s not much in the trends to 
watrant dramatic relaxation in the near term. Too 
hasty a reaction could trigger a second wave of 
infections that worsens the overall health toll and 
extends the economic impact of the pandemic. 

There have already been some second waves 
overseas. Hokkaido, the big northern island of 
Japan, was one of the first places in the world to 
take action and by late March was declaring victo- 
ry. It has had to reverse course and reimpose some 
of its social distancing policies. Germany, hailed 
as one of the planet’s biggest successes, is reeval- 
uating its situation after an uptick in new cases. 

Several states, most of which are Republican in 
orientation, have already begun some openings of 
stores, small businesses and public facilities. Most 
of these states were simply fortunate in avoiding 
the worst of the first wave. At least one — Min- 
nesota — has seen a substantial uptick in cases 
even as some nonessential businesses have been 
allowed to reopen. 

Most other states have plans in place that range 
from an imminent reopening of the economy to 
sets of standards and thresholds that will guide 
upcoming relaxations in policy. But the simple 
fact is that the states and the federal government 
are still flying blind in a number of important 
respects: 

E They don’t know how many people have been 
infected but don’t show up in the data. Without 
that, they don’t have a firm grasp on the mortality 
rate of COVID-19. 

E They don’t know to what degree, if at all, peo- 
ple who’ve had COVID-19 are immune from it in 
the future. And if they are immune, how long they 
remain that way. 

E They are still well behind other developed 
nations in their ability to do widespread testing to 
identify sick people, isolate them and figure out 
who’ ve they been in contact with. 

With a vaccine or cure many months away, 
at best, we are seeing a keen desire to pick out 
the positive data points and weave them into a 
narrative that justifies opening businesses, buying 
stocks and generally being upbeat about where 
things will be later this year and next. 

Now is not the time for irrational exuberance. 
Now is not the time to declare victory. Now is the 
time to proceed with caution, with our eyes wide 
open to the difficult trade-offs and risks that lurk 
ahead.

and have 
been taking it 
out on us. 

I asked one 
person, “How 
are you doing 
today?”

I have 
struggled on and off with 
depression and anxiety, and 
many of my coping methods 
are unavailable to me due to 
closures. Could you please 
remind your readers that 
we are all in the same boat 
and need to be kind to one 
another, and direct those of 
us who are struggling emo- 
tionally to resources we can 
access during this time of 
panic? — Struggling In Retail 

DEAR STRUGGLING: I agree 
that many people react bad- 
ly when under stress, as the 
customers you described 
have done. But many others 
respect and appreciate the 
efforts you and so many oth- 
ers in the food supply chain 
make every day — at some 
risk to your own health. I am 
one of them. 

Because you have had is- 
sues with depression and 
anxiety in the past, consid- 
er contacting the therapist 
you worked with and ask if 
the person is doing online 
sessions. These days, many 
of them are. Just talking 
with someone — friends or 
like-minded co-workers — 
about what you are expe- 
riencing could bring some 
relief. 

However, if that isn’t pos- 
sible, consider exploring 
whether there are online 
support groups for retail 
workers such as you. If there 
aren’t, consider starting one 
so you and others can ex- 
change ideas about coping 
with these extremely stress- 
ful circumstances in which 
we all find ourselves.
